been corrupted so that they do not inspire conhdence. The Qur'on^ which was 
revealed partfy in order ta clariEy points that hod been misunderstood by previous 
religious groups, paints o brief but cFear poftrail ol Jesus os Messenger of God.*

The titamic wew of Jesus ts a bgied and reosonoble one, which is consHrl- 
ent vflih ooiiier Biblicoi teachings, and pi?opb today can relota to: he was o 
virtupus and wise teacher' on osceKc wbp taugN by perspngS example ond 
spoke without fear agairKl conupdion in high places; prophet and Messiah 
of the Jcrvrtsh people, who healed and brought the dead to l.b by God s 
m^ssicn; an honciured Messenger d God. Mother than being sersi ta lound 
□ new religion, he came ta 'breathe Fib' into ard revitalise the mletpretalion 
of Mosaic Low. Muslims believe Ihol Ihis vision ol Jesus os respected ptophet 
and Messenge* oF God, mlher than being rn Ctny woy degrading, simpfy qnd 
accuroteV represents (he Irulli abou^ a great man who was widely miaunderTtood. 

Teachings of Jesus os related by genertitians of Mudims

'Od F5oI iook cA to& wrong adtans d others os though yc^ were fods; look at your 
own wforig actions os J you v.Tjre slovas. Some people ore oFUicted b/ sins wlille 
olhers are protected from (commiitirtg) tiiem Be meiciid to tbosa who ore aFFSicted, 
and praise God lor His protec1»on.‘ 

And Muhanwnod emphosised the srue and corerrion messoge ol Oiniitaity cod 
Isbm, saying

oF Mary. The prophets are paternal bsothess, thei» nTothers are difterent, but their 
religion a one.'

Did fOij knew ihor isobligalory fer Muslims lo bel^ in Jesus, -or llvat q necord 
□f Jesus' life and teachings is pnesetved in tfie Quf''an and sayings af 
Muhammodn as well 04 in IjHfe-known tiadiHons handed down by Muslim 
eommunllios ow3f ihie cenruries? 

Giriitians brought up in the Wes! one often surprised lo discover Muslims who 
are familiaf with ifw life and leachrngs o( Jesus thfcugh iKe leaching^ and 
scriptures of Isigm, while they fbeimelves ore unlElcely to hove leamed anything 
about the Prophet Muhommqd ol church. This is portly a mpHer of history: 
Islam incorporates the Judeo-Christian tradition and embraces Jc^u* in the 
same way that Christianity incorponales the Old Testament and embfoces 
Moses (peace be upon ihem both). All three religions trace iheir roots to 
Abraham, and contrary to who! one might expect, the <3ur'on and ihe &ibte 
share and uphald many beliefs, practices und virlues m common “ from □ 
beliel In God, the angels and the Doy ol Judgemenl^ to the virtues ol prayer, 
chorily ard lasting, to the importance ol ifuShfefncss, patience^ and bve. 
Together, Christianity and Islam account For the beliels of more than hall the 
woiJd's populaiion, and rother than being ideofogtcol opposites os some 
people imogine, ihey ore in many woys the cfosesi of Ihe world's mojor religions. 





"Ho called us lo God thai wo sl'roold lestily So His Ononoss, and worship Him 
□nd rEnaurKe whcil we and Our antestars hod worshipped in the way of Stones 
and klols; ond he commanded us !o speok iruly, to fulfil our promises, to resped 
lh& tits of kinship and the riigMs of our neighbours, ond !o nsfeoin F^om crimes ard 
bloodshed. ^ we wOrshfp God aloner sehing nothir^ beside Him, counting qS 
forbidefen whot He has forbidden and as permissible whai He has allowed. 

For these rcosons hove oui people iumod agornst kis, ond pcrsocuicd us So try lo 
make ^ forsoke our mEigiOn ond revert Irom the worship of Cod Iq [he wOrshfp 
ol idols. That is why we have come ta your country, having chown yau above all 
othufs, We have boon hoppy under youv pf^odior^^ ond it is our hope, O Kir>g, 
ihot here with yau we shall no! suNet wtprlg.* 

His speech wqs rranslotod by iho royal inberproters^ whereupon whid^ th^s Negus 
asked if Ibey had with them any revelaliorr Iheir prophel hod bn^ht them. Jo'for 
ihen reciied the following ver^w of the Qur'arr, from the chapter eniitled 'Mary'; 

''"And mak& me^ridrt of Aloi^ h the Scriplure, whe^ she wiphdneiv from her 
peopfe la □ pfeco fawprds tha easP, and secluded hweJf frorn fhem. We senf 
to her Our spfrfl (fho angef Gobrid), and he oppeaivd !o her in iho ffkeness of 
a perfect man. She sord^ H seek mhjg>e In ihe Compossjojiote God (rom you; 
jdp npf come nwr mej if you fear fhe lord,^ He nepited, 'f arn none o/her fhqn 
a messeriger from your londt ffo onnouncoj lo you the fIfr of o pure son.' Sho 
saidf 'How arrt t hove a son when no mon has lOErcfred me^ riaram f unchaste?^ 
He saidjr Tven so wlft it be; your ford soys, *Tfrrs Is on easy ffrlng fer We. And 
We shall moke him a sign hufrwrTi?y and o mency from l/s. So l^ has been 
decieed." [Qur'ar^ 19: 16-21) 


This inhorent common ground is one of ihc reasons iho Prophet Muhammad 
(peace be upon him) advised ihe weak and poCw among his earfy Fallowers to 
seek refuge m Chrisliori Aby»inSa [pr^ent-day Ethiopia) te escape the persecu¬ 
tion ol the idolatrous Arab iribes, before Islom become established in Arabia. 
An acCOunft ol their High! was recorded by Muslim historianSr and it succinctly 
captures the heart of the relatiqrtship between the two faiths. When the corrupt 
leaders of Makkah pursued the Muslims into Africa and asked (he Negus fef 
them to be returned^ the Abyssinian ruler called the small community oJ- Muslims 
to be assembled before him, then asked: 

■■Wha! is this relEgiafn which has caused you to become separate from your 
people, though you have not entered my religion nor that of any other folk 
around us?' 


Their spokesman Ja'far, Muhammad's young cousin, repliedr 'O King, we were 
a people steeped in ignoratKe, worshipping idofe. eating unsloughtered 
committing abCMnina+ianSr and the strong wOufd devour the weak. That 
is how we were until God send us a Messenger from out of our midsji _ 
one whose lir^ge was known to us, and whow truihfeifness, 
fruslworlhrness artd integrity werB renenvned. 



Ja'for's recitalton and iho subsequent tronsSotion ol these brought iMfs to 
the king'‘s syesr who responded^ 'This has truly came from the Some SOurOe as thot 
which Jesus biwght,' He granted the Muslims his protection, agoirist the wishes of 
the Arab tribes. But the tribosmen,. fufious thot their plans ofKl ollianc-es hod been 
frustrated^ decided to rouse the kirk's ifle ogainst their manotheistic equBins by 
playing up the differences between Giristianity and Islam regarding the position 
ol Jesus. Tho king assembied them togclhor ance again ond osked^ 

"What do you say oWut Jesus, son of Mary?' 

Jo'fof replied, Wc say ol him what our Prophot hos brought us, namely 1hoE ho 
is the senitant of God and His Mes^nger, and His Spirit ar^ Word which He cast 
into Mary, the blessed virgi n.' 

The Negus then lifted hts wooden staff and said, 'Jesus does nal ejoceed who! you 
hove said by (he length of this stick." The bishops present objected to the king^s 
judgment, but thot did not deter him from granting the smofl Muslim community full 
ptotediorr, dedaring, 'Notlor meurttains of gold wQukf I harm a single one af you'. 
(Adopted from Jvijjhoftinsod; his lito boted on theooritett sources, by Mortin Lingi) 

That was Christiariity's fir$t firtcounher with Islam, and ts how 1$Jam lifSl came lo 
flourish - in Africa, ur*der the pratedten of □ benevolent Giristaan king.

It may surprise some to think al any Christians accepting □ description of 
Jesus that fell ihorl of 'only-bogoHen Son of God' and 'SavNour', but the 
Negus would have knawr^ of the thsological orguntents that had raged between 
^rious sects in the Eastern birthplace of Chrislianity for centuries after Christ. 
Qiristians had been divided roughly Into two 'comps' from (he beginning, which 
can perhaps best be described as peapfe who Idlawad the neligior^ af Jesirs, 
versus (hose who followed a religion about Jesus^ The first is exemplified by his 
disciples, who lived os Jews^ believed in Of>e God, and followed the law of 
Moses “ which Jesus hod come ^nol lo destroy, hut to fuffif' (Matthew 5:17). 
They had no concept ol Jesus originating a new religion: they worshipped in 
the tefFtpfe, and focused their efforts on spreading (he good news to felbw Jews 
that their Messiah had come. This group further develaped and became known 
os Arians, olter Arius, a North African bishop who emphasized Jescs' human 
natufe. The second was led fay Paul, o ehorismatic speaker who had never met 
Jesus and h»ad persecuted many Christians before his sudden conversion. Under his 
leadership, lbulir>e Christians directed their conversion efforts Iqwofdsrion-Jows and 
developed a theology foreign to the Old TesJamcnl, including belief in a Trinity 
(which had been prevalent among Ramons, Egyptians and other pagans), an 
emphasis on Jesus as the 'son' of God, associated concepts of original sin and 
alonement ond the cenirol dogma of Jesus' (supposed) crudlixton ar>d n^rredion. 


E QDUNCILOF NICEA 


Disagreements between these and other seds hod grown so gmot by the 4th 
century that the ftoman Emperor Constantine dedded to convene the Coundl of 
Nkea (Iznik, Turkey) in 325, lo settle the matter of true belief 'once ond for olT. 
During this event fin which Constantino's awn trinitarian leanings wem made 
knqwnfr the bishops of the Christian world gathered together tor (he first time to 
debate doctrine, and a draft creed espousing belief in o Trinity of 'Father, Son emd 
Holy Ghost' neceivod the maSl votes. Dissenting bishops were suddenly declared 
herelics; their writings were banned, and the gospeh supporting them burned. 
That morked the birth of (he Roman Catholic Church, state religion of the Roman 
empire. Tens of gospels and ether writings (hat individual churches had been free la 
use, some which presented an alternative view of Jesus, were deslroyed; only four 
wefe included in the New Testament coHecIton, along with a heavy dose of (toul's 
writings. Despite this totalitarian approach to ochieving 'rdigiaus unity'^ a 
small number of dissenting ChrisJian seds survived, together with alterr^- 
live gosfjels that were canetolly hidden and only come (o light in the 20th cen¬ 
tury. Europe's Germanic tribM were convarled dlnedly lo Arian Chrisltonity 
rather than Roman Catholicism,' o tradition ol dissent amqrtg them later helped 
fuel the Protestant Reformolion and Hie esioblishmeni of the UnHorian Church. 

Viewed in hLstorkol context, the main theotogBcal diHerences between Muslims 
and Chrisllans ore largely the same differences (hat hove been a maior source of 
dlsagneGirtent between Chrisfions thcmMlwK From (he beginning. Those corKorn 
the nature and role of Jesus, his relatignship with God, and how best to verrerote 
and fellow his example. 


tn cantias! to the often contiadictory passages of the New TeEtament, the Qur'an 
leaches mcrnoihelsm, pure and simple: feith in One C^, Creator and Sustoiner of 
tha ufiivor^, a Supramq &Glng without parinars, ouodahes or femily mambars.

tNSiGHT INTO ISLAM
